1 don’t 
know if Mr. Chambers writes all the pieces 
for his periodical, but he is responsible for 
them, anyway, and I shall deal directly with him 
in this matter. 
Remember, Mr. Chambers, I’m not saying a 
word against you as a man and a Christian.

And as for his feeding, to be 
perfectly frank with you, I don’t care whether he ever feeds at all or not. 
You further remark: ‘¢A very old python in my collection, formerly 
so quiet that a baby could and did play with it, and a most valuable speci- 
men for handing around at lectures, has developed cataract in both eyes of 
late years, and a decided infirmity of temper.” As I said before, Mr. 
Chambers, you may mean well; but if you have nothing better to do than 
to ‘*hand around” an elderly python with sore eyes at lectures, I have no 
use for you. And I will say to you further, and in all kindness, that you 
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would have to be a better sprinter than I think you are to hand me that 
python. Honestly, Chambers, I would n’t iet the best friend I’ve got in 
the world hand me a python — say nothing of a perfect stranger. 

Speaking of the Cobra da capello, which, to me, sounds more like 
a Spanish dance than a snake, you say: ‘‘Four large specimens and 
five babies born on the voyage — little fiends all — have just reached 
me safely.”

MERCIES JF IT were not that it is an odd name, the name of Eugene 
TOO V. Debs would ‘probably be forgotten to-day by half the 
TENDER. people to whom the daily press made it offensively familiar 

less than a year ago. ‘The reason for this is that nearly ten 
month; have elapsed between Debs’s commission of an unlawful act, and 
the final affirmation of the judgement of the court punishing him for his 
wrong-doing. In the Summer of 1894 this man Debs first came into public 
notice as the chief inciter and promoter of a bloody and destructive riot in 
the railroad yards of Chicago, which he was pleased to call a peaceful strike 
of law-abiding workingmen. The men who owned his authority burnt and 
pillaged as they pleased, destroyed many thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property, assaulted citizens, and so tied up the great railway systems of the 
country that every branch of business was injured, and some were seriously 
crippled. It finally became necessary for the government to call out the 
national troops to suppress the disorder. These facts being known, it might 
naturally be supposed that Debs would receive exemplary punishment as a 
common rioter and disturber of the peace. As a matter of fact, the law 
of the land reaches out to punish this malefactor only in such an indirect 
and inadequate way that it can not possibly be called exemplary. He is 
not punished for getting up and leading a mob of rioters whose deeds of 
brutal violence were for weeks the horror of the country. But it so hap- 
pened that in the course of his breaking and burning and destroying of 
things generally, he casually and incidentally broke an injunction restrain- 
ing him from interfering with the moving of certain freight-cars. For 
disobeying this injunction he was adjudged guilty of contempt of court, 
and sentenced to six months in jail. It has taken nearly a year to get 
this sentence made operative by the affirmation of the highest tribunal of 
the United States. 





* * 


We ieview this case because the impudent comments of Debs upon 
the decision of the Supreme Court contain a characteristic falsehood which 
is in effect only a distortion of a most sad and insignificant truth. He says 
of the relations between the people and the courts, and particularly as to 
the highest tribunal: «¢they have no confidence in each other, and the 
public have no confidence in the entire body.” This is not true of the 
people — of the good citizens of this country, — but it is true that among 
men of lawless and ill-regulated minds there has grown up a belief that 
our present judicial system offers certain tempting invitations to those who 
are able, after breaking the law, to engage in a protracted contest in the 
courts of review for a reversal of the decision of the court of original juris- 
diction. There is too much ground for this belief, and the treatment Debs 
has received is of a kind that makes his impudence very accountable. In 
our anxiety to give the citizen every possible safeguard of his personal 
liberty, we have opened up for the convicted felon too many avenues of 
escape, and given him too many opportunities to delay the execution of his 
sentence. We should never have heard talk like this fiom Debs had he 
been packed off to jail a week instead of a year after his rioting; and the 
example would have been good for those who are inclined to be Debses if 
they have not the fear of the law before their eyes. 


SOME ANTI- HE REPLIES to the publication known as ‘Coin’s 
SILVER Financial School” have been many and able, and 
MEDICINE. it is a most encouraging sign that they are being widely 
read. One of the best of these replies, because it is 
one of the simplest and clearest, comes to us from the W. B. Conkey 
Company of Chicago. It is aptly called «*Coin at School in Finance,” 
and it is written by George E. Robertson. Its perusal would probably 
have little effect upon the genuine silver crank, because that individual 
rises superior to mere reason. He endows silver with human attributes; 
he believes it has been grievously wronged, and he is quite ready to 
sacrifice his own and his country’s prosperity to right that wrong. Figures, 
despite their traditional inability to lie, do not weaken his faith. Naturally 
these blind worshipers of silver are few. There is one other class to 
which Mr. Robertson’s figures and facts will not appeal, — the class that is 
interested, directly or indirectly, in the production of silver. Happily, this 
class, too, is small. But the great majority of the people who might have 
been misled by the lies, half-lies and sophisms of ‘*Coin” will be greatly 
benefited by a study of Mr. Robertson’s book. It is dedicated to the 
wage-earners of the United States, and it ought to be read by every one 
of them. 
‘*Coin’s” first assumption was that the country is ruined; his second 
that it was ruined by the demonetization of silver in 1873. His proof that 


the country really is ruined is that prices generally are much lower than in 
1873. He takes no‘account of the progress that has been made in the in- 
dustrial arts and in extending and cheapening the facilities for transporta- 
tion. Because in 1873, steel rails were $120, self-binders $325, nails 
$3.86, and pig iron $23.38, the same prices, he argues, should prevail 
now. Because those prices have fallen, the country is ruined; and they 
fell, says Coin, because silver was demonetized. Improved methods of 
manufacture had nothing to do with it. It is sad, indeed, to think that 
there are grown men with whiskers on their faces, who have been disturbed 
by such reasoning. In the first place, as Mr. Robertson shows, there has 
been no general decline of prices since 1873 which is not accounted for by 
the law of supply and demand, or by a cheapening of the process of pro- 
duction. In the second place, labor commands a higher price to-day than it 
did then. These facts, and Mr. Robertson’s book would make them evi- 
dent to a kindergarten, clearly dispose of the claim that the farmer or any 
one else was robbed in 1873. There is no need for a man to entangle 
himself in the subtleties of finance when its main truths are so tangible and 
so easy to get at. He need only keep in mind that labor was never better 
paid than now; that a bushel of wheat worth sixty cents now, buys more 
than it bought in 1873 when it was worth a dollar; and that actual 
wealth can never be created by calling five «‘ten.” 


The country has not only lost an admirable Secretary of State in the 
death of Walter Q. Gresham; it has lost what it could less afford to lose at 
this time,— a statesman with an exalted ideal of American citizenship and 
the courage to live up to it. Mr. Gresham was by training and sympathy 
a Republican. When the Republican party began to degenerate, he tried 
hard to hold it to its old traditions. When it finally became the avowed 
agent of trusts and monopolies he left it. He was a statesman of the 
‘¢log-cabin ” school, a school that has produced the soundest Americans 
we have had. His ideals were high, his ways simple and vigorous and 
honest. He became Secretary of State with the sure knowledge that 
he would be harshly criticised both by the broken-down party he had 
repudiated and by an important element of the party with which he had 
allied himself. In the face of this criticism he never wavered. He had 
become a statesman incapable of the corruption that party loyalty so often 
entails, and calmly indifferent to the denunciation that is always provoked 
by independence of thought and action. He defended the Department of 
State from the assaults of Jingos poorly disguised as patriots, and he freed 
that office from the traditions of bluster and brag that had so long clus- 
tered about it. He was a patriot in the best sense of the word —a sense 
sadly unfamiliar in this day of Jingoism—and the American people are 
his debtors.

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THE DISADVANTAGES OF BEING RICH.

HE MAD desire of the masses and classes from time 
immemorial to grasp the root of all evil, and 
live in the ease and splendor riches are sup- 

posed to bring, has brought forward a litera- 

ture that panders to this desire; such books as 

¢«¢ How to Gain Gold,” ‘*‘ The Road to Riches,” 

«The Way to Wealth,” ‘*How to Make a 
Million a Minute,” and so forth, have met with a 
large sale. It is the present writer’s purpose to 
refute all this in a few simple, well-chosen words, 

taken from personal experience and the best dic- 
tionaries. Although the scribe does not wear old 
clothes simply to appear eccentric, he really does n’t care 
to be wealthy, for it is much better to be poor than 
rich, and also much easier. 
Think how hard it is to save money, and with what 
little trouble one can spend it, besides the real wild joy of 

doing the latter! One can not save money by wearing diamonds, 

living well, and going to the grand opera. If one has all the 

wealth of Croesus, he can only eat three meals a day and wear one 

suit of clothes at a time. Besides, who ever heard of a poor man’s fortune 
being swept away in an instant? What poor man ever felt the mental 
anguish of losing a well-filled pocket-book or an imported cocker spaniel, 
or unregistered bonds? 

A poor man can go on a note for a friend, and fear no consequences. 

If he borrows money he does n’t have to pay it back, and supplementary 
proceedings have no terrors for him. He can jilt a girl and fear no breach- 
of-promise suits. He can get a divorce and not be bothered with bonds for 
alimony. The poor man is not at the mercy of the trusted employee, and 
can not lose money in Wali Street.
